The Kenai River problems have been talked about for years but no real steps have been taken to address these 
problems. The hydrocarbon levels are too high in the summer and exceed limits in July, the high use month. 
This must be fixed. Our goal (F&G, DEC, and DNR have been working together) was to start taking initial steps 
to do the right things for the river and to start now. The Kenai River is too important a resource for us not to take 
action to protect the river's health and our state's reputation for clean waters and a clean environment. 

The regulations allow use of 2-stroke engines in 2008 and 2009 except for the month of July, the high use month. 
In 2010 all engines on the river must be either 4-stroke or direct fuel injection. The public knew the general 
direction the regulations would take earlier this year, so the public has had all of 2007, and then all of 2003 and 
2009 to prepare for the total 2-cycle ban In 2010. The problem with the 2-stroke engines is they can discharge as 
much as 30% of their fuel usage as unturned fuel Into the river. In good conscience we can not allow that type of 
discharge into the river. In the 4-stroke or direct fuel Injected engines the discharge is fractions of that from the 
old 2-stroke engines. We have looked closely at the v/ater quality and can clearly correlate hydrocarbon 
contamination with the number of boats on the river, especially 2-stroke powered boats. 

The regulations allow 4-stroke engines or direct fuel Injection engines up to 50-hp any time after the regulations 
are put into effect This is also controversial to some. Currently the maximum is 35-hp. Those boaters that use 
35-hp must take a larger engine and de-tune it to 35hp. 
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The regulations also restrict boat length to no more than 21 feet long and 1DS inches wide. Larger boats will be 
grandfathered in by permit until the end of 2009.

Tragedy struck our family this past Wednesday evening as what appears to 
be a large wolf took our pet dog from Artillary Road near Eagle River on 
Fort Richardson. The next morning we tracked the animal (s) and found 
a few remains about a mile from, the core of Eagle River. This attack 
was about 30 feet from my wife. 

We really wanted our lass to become others warning as to this danger 
that is so close. Several calls were made to the Anchorage and Fort 
Richardson ADFG offices in the early morning and again in the afternoon, 
but as of Thursday evening none of them have been returned. The 
overriding concern is the question of how important is the public safety 
to these people? One of the clerks responded that wolf attacks on dogs 
are fairly common! I don't recall any in the Municipality of Anchorage 
in the past 10 years, so are there facts regarding other attacks in the 
MOA that are not being given to the public? There are many children and 
other dogs in our community that are the same size as our 36 pound dog. 

We ask you to have someone check with ADFG to see if this incident is 
"common" around the MOP., and why no one has responded to our messages. 
The public deserves to know the frequency and location of these types of 
incidents so they can avoid them. This should have been actively 
investigated to determine the type, number, and health of the attacking 
animal before precious evidence is lost. 

Thank you for the opportunity to address my concerns. I hope and pray 
for the safety of our people, and their pets.

I am a two and a half year employee of Mat Su. Community Transit, hetter known' as MASCOT, 
based in Wasilla. As you know, we operate on grant moneys, as long as we can meet them. 
Well, here is the schpeel. We are hanging on by a thin margin, and the grant match moneys 
are getting harder to raise due to rising fuel costs and maint. We are meeting our „ tails 
as we get ahead in any way. 

I am not harping my own tune, just know the facts that this transit system is very 
appreciated and needed by those who use us to get where they need to go, i.e. doctors, 
physical therapy, basic grocery shopping, personal legal matters, you name it. The 
passengers have expressed their appreciation to me personally, and through the other 
drivers. The seniors of the valley who are unable to drive themselves anymore get all 
excited when we show up to pick them up, and most of them just want to go for the rides. 
Many agencies depend on us to get physically and mentally challenged clients to their 
places so they can do the day care that they are in the business for. These clients look 
forward to the trip there and home. Yes, we moved into our new horr.e April 2006, ^but after 
moving into our own home, we have faced the rising costs of utilities, fuel, maintenance 
and upkeep of a new building. Before we moved, we were in City Hall in the old police 
station. You should remember that. 

Bottom line, X am aware of where the -transportation" moneys are going, and more 
attention needs to be given to the "ground transportation" of the state. Yes, I know there 
is grant moneys available, but the guidelines to meeting the matching moneys needs to be 
relaxed a bit, so little companies like MASCOT can survive. Our fixed r oute ridership has 
fluctuated quite a bit, but the up- side is larger than it was in 1999. KTUU News did a bit 
on us last month, as has ADN a couple years back, and big word of mouth. We are faced with 
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cutting routes, not a good idea or feeling, and staff to cut down on costs, and raising 
rates which Will cut ridership down quite a bit. Several of our drivers are single income 
large families where one parent is needed home due to small children, and a few like 
myself, are working just to make ends meet with a two income family. I know times are 
hard, but when the moneys are there to support a non profit business, why should thev sit 
there gathering dust? * 

This is one idea I am sending to you, as a citizen, and an employee, of what to do with 
the excess oil tax moneys..
